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The ground work for the expanded 
Chamber of Commerce was laid by 
the Board of Directors of that body 
in a special session 
Friday 
after­ 
noon at the Hotel Gettysburg with 
the setting of Tuesday, August 5. as 
the date for the annual membership 
meeting for the purpose of electing 
officers and directors and for the con­ 
sideration of certain by-law and con­ 
stitution changes. 
The most important item of busi­ 
ness transacted at the special session 
was the decision of the board to select 
a man for the full-time secretarial 
post from the ranks of local men and 
the statement was issued that appli- 
cation s for the position stating ex­ 
p e ll e e . qualifications and salary ex­ 
pected would be received from now’ 
until the date of the coming meeting. 
At this time it is planned to turn the 
applications over to the new board of 
directors for immediate action and 
by receiving the applications now the 
old board will 
la* 
facilitating 
the 
.♦election considerably. 
Ry-I.aw Revisions 
fhweral by-law and constrtutnmal 
revisions were recommended the chief 
one of which was increasing the size 
of the directorate from 
eleven to 
fourteen men including the president 
and vice president. 
It 
was deemed 
with the expansion of the size of the 
membership 
body 
that 
the 
board 
could be effectively enlarged making 
it a more representative body. 
In 
order to assure attendance with so 
large a directorate body the directors 
recommend the strict enforcement of 
that rule which 
makes 
three 
con­ 
secutive absences result in automatic 
dismissal from the board. 
The other by-law revisions have to 
do with holding the annual meeting 
the first Friday in July instead of in 
June and with* making the dues pay­ 
able 
quarterly, 
semi-annually, 
or 
annually in advance. 
Proposed ( Flanges 
The proposed changes are as fol­ 
lows: 
Article 4 of the Constitution is pro­ 
posed to read as follows: The man­ 
agement of the Corporation shall be 
in the hands of the 
Board 
of 
Di­ 
rectors consisting of fourteen mem­ 
bers 
(the 
present 
Article 
reads 
eleven members) including the presi­ 
dent and vice president of the cor­ 
poration who shall In* president and 
vice president of the 
Board of Di­ 
rectors. 
Article 5 of the Constitution is 
proposed to read as follows: The offi­ 
cers shall consist of a president, vice 
president, secretary and treasurer and 
twelve 
directors. 
(The 
present 
article reads nine directors) and such 
other agents and managers as may 
from time to time be found necessary. 
Article 7 of the Constitution is pro­ 
posed to read as follow's: The annual 
meeting of the corporation 
for 
the 
purpose of electing a president, vice 
president and three directors shall 
he held 
the 
first Friday 
in 
July 
(The present article reads June! in 
each year, at such time and place as 
may he fixed by the 
Board 
of 
Di­ 
rectors. 
There shall be a meeting of 
the general membership body every 
other month thereafter. 
New Revisions 
The following by-law revision will 
also be considered: 
Section 5; Article I:—Annual dues 
of *25.00 payable quarterly, semi­ 
annually or annually in advance shall 
be payable by each member. 
Such 
dues shall commence at the beginning 
of the quarter in which his election 
to membership took place. 
The report of the recent member­ 
ship drive was submitted to the di­ 
rectors as was the treasurer’s reports 
for the past year. These reports will 
be submitted to the membership body 
at the coming meeting and the treas­ 
urer’s reports will then be audited by 
a Committee from the membership 
body, after which they will be pub­ 
lished.

much 
as the Gettysburg 
Chamber of Commerce is about to 
launch into a new era of its existence 
a strong appeal was made by the di­ 
rectors that all the members make 
part or full payment on their dues so 
that they may be eligible to vote at 
the coming meeting and thus help 
elect the administration personnel of 
the new organization. 
Statements will be sent out within 
the next few days so as to give all an 
opportunity to become eligible for 
voting.

With the price of wheat mounting 
steadily, bringing added profit into 
the 
pockets of the producer, R. E. 
Underwood, county 
farm 
agent, is 
anxious that farmers of Adams coun­ 
ty lose as little of their wheat as pos­ 
sible through ravages of the angou- 
mois moth. 
I^ast year in Pennsylvania alone, it 
is estimated that farmers lost $1,000,- 
000 because some of their wheat was 
spoiled by this insect which has come 
to be a national menace. 
It is estimated by Mr. Underwood 
that Adams county 
farmers 
used 
4,500 pounds (if carbon bisulphide in 
treating wheat thought to contain the j 
moth. 
Farmers in Adams county are be­ 
ing urged by Mr. Underwood to do 
their threshing as soon after it is 
harvested as possible. 
In unthresh­ 
ed wheat the moth propagates rap­ 
idly and causes a great amount of 


I damage, the county agent said this 
morning. 
Bins in which wheat is to be troat- 
cm! against the moth should be lined 1 
with heavy paper and made as near 
air-tight as 
possible. 
Unless 
the 
grain is to be sold at once, it should 
be fumigated with carbon bisulphide 
within a few hours after threshing, 
County Agent Underwood advises. 
Carbon bisulphide can be purchased 
at many drug stores, warehouses and 
flour mills in the county, according 
to Mr. Underwood, who has issued 
the following directions to bo ob­ 
served in fumigating the wheat: 
“Carbon bisulphide is used at the 
rate of three pounds, or three pints, 
to each IOO bushels of grain, or one 
1 pound for every 40 cubic feet 
of j 
j wheat. 
“In fumigating pour the carbon bi­ 
sulphide into shallow’ % 
pans 
placed , 
about 5 feet apart on the surface of 
the grain. The grain and pans should 
then be covered over with sacks or 
blankets to hold in the fumes and left 
for 24 hours after which the granary 
should be opened 
and 
aired 
out. 
Keep all livestock from under the bins 
during fumigation. 
Be careful with 
fire. 
“Carbon bisulphide is explosive and 
limits and fires must be kept away 
from the bin during fumigation and 
for 24 hours afterwards. 
Fumigate 
. only when the ail* temperature is , 
above 
65 
degrees 
I* ahi'. 
( arbon > 
bisulphide is not effective at lower 
! temperatures. 
Ten days after fumi­ 
gation the treatment should be re­ 
peated to insure a complete killing of 
the moth, because the eggs may not 
I be killed by the first fumigation.”

Removing Stuck Bullets 


A lead bullet stuck in a rifle barrel can 
L easily removed in the following xvay: 
I let a piece of win* of the kind and sue 
used for barrel hoops and long enough to 
reach the bullet from the chamber end 
of the barrel. Flatten one end of the wire 
bx hammering it out cold, forming it to a 
blunt point like a flu I drill, and tile the 
edges sharp, rounding off the corners to 
tit the bore. If a breast drill is liandy the 
win* is tightened in the chuck and th* 
bullet drilled out. lf a eart**uter's brace 
is used it is necessary first to flatten the 
end of the wire to fit the chuck snugly. 
As lead is very soft it is a m atter of only 
a few moments to drill out the bullet. 
The rifle should Ik* thoroughly t'eaned 
and oiled before fir mg a loaded cartridge.
